


REZONING MAY BRING REFERENDUM 


Van Buren Board 


BELLFVILLE — The 
Van Buren Township 
Board has unanimously 
approved construction 
of a large apartment 
complex in Van Buren. 

The Board’s action on Jan. 23 
approves earlier recommenda- 
tions by the Township Planning 
Commission and Wayne County 
Planning Commission. 

Following the approval of a 
re zoning petition filed by the 
owners of the 147-acre site 
where the apartment complex 
will be built, area residents 


and members of the Van airen 
Civic Association, through its 
president. James U Borst, re- 
ported that the Assoc laUon 
would begin the circulation of 
petitions calling for a refer- 
endum vote on the “disputed” 
reaming. 

Approximately 37 residents 
appeared at the Board hearing. 

The 147 acres, owned by 
Henry and Zora Me Mullan of 
48900 Denton road, fronts 
Belleville Lake and Is located 
between Denton and Beckley 
roads and 1-94 Expressway.

THE APPROVED re zoning 
changes the present R - IB 


(single family residential) 
classification to R-M (multiple 
family resldenUal) and permits 
the developer Frank Volk, Sr. # 
a Dearborn architect and build- 
er, to proceed with the large 
project. 

A referendum vote on there- 
zonlng would require signatures 
of 15 per cent of the Township’s 
registered voters from 600 to 
650 names. 

If filed within 30 days - by 
Feb, 28 - It would nullify the 
re zoning and force the holding 
of an election on the dispute. 

Volk, who was assisted by 
Alfred W # Morton, local real 
estate developer. In the proj-

ect’s program, told the board 
that the first phase of the five- 
year project - an apartment 
complex of 2,000 dwelling units, 
tennis courts, nine-hole golf 
course and club houses - could 
begin this spring with models 
open possibly In the fall, 
a ♦ ♦ 

IN CITING the $35 to $40 
million project’s timetable, 
Volk told the board that the 
first phase would contain 210 
units to be built along approxi- 
mately 1,100 feet of lake front- 
age, and on a section of some 
1,500 feet south of the Express- 
way west of Beckley road. 

At the completion of this 


Initial phase, construction of 
the proposed nine-hole golf 
course would start. The course, 
Volk announced, would be avail- 
able to township residents who 
lived near the complex as well 
as to the project’s residents. 

The remainder of the com- 
plex’s construction schedule 
would depend on “what the mar- 
ket is,” Volk stated. 

Some residents In objecting 
to the apartment project 
charged it “ will oversaturate 
the township with apartments” 
and kill any Incentive by Indus- 
try to move Into Van Buren 
because of the Increased resi- 
dential tax levies. 


Others complained that the 
rezoning was In violation of the 
Township’s two - year- old 
master plan. Also that the 
apartment units would cause 
taxes to Increase as a new 
school structure would have to 
be built. Still others voiced 
objections to anticipated vehicle 
and boat traffic, and to apart- 
ments In general. 

t * * 

VOLK REPORTED that the 
apartments would be policed 
Internally and collections of 
rubbish would be a responsl-j 
billty of the complex. Further, 
he stated that Denton and Beck- 
ley roads within the complex 


would be paved at no extra costs 
to the township. 

Tbth urged the objectors to 
be careful when considering a 
referendum on the rezonlng. 
“All there has to be done in 
Van Buren Is to have a refer- 
endum on zoning. Nobody would 
want to Invest In the township 
for fear that every resonlng 
plea would result In a refer- 
endum,” he said. 

He also pointed out that the 
Township would have better 
control over renters of the pro- 
posed units than homeowners 
and that the tax revenue from 
the complex would be greater 


than If single dwellings were 
built on the site. 

He added that surveys show 
that fewer school-age children 
would come from the apart- 
ments when compared with sin- 
gle residential homes. 

The supervisor disclosed that 
based on current tax levies, 
the proposed apartment com- 
plex would bring to the Town- 
ship In excess of $400,000 a 
year In taxes, Toth said that the 
revenue estimate was “very 
conservative.” 

The developer reported that 
the tax revenue would be closer 
to $800,000 when the project Is 
completed.

A Good Suggestion 

BELLEVILLE — The selection of a committee to 
serve as an advisory group on the appointment of a new 
school superintendent tor the Van Buren Public Schools 
has been “strongly” rejected by Van Buren Township 
Board of Education. 

The suggestion that such a committee, with member- 
ship of School Board executives, educators and leading 
citizens of the school district be formed only as advisors, 
received the immediate support of the Van Buren 
Education Association, representatives of the school 
system’s teaching staff and community residents. 

We here at Enterprise-Roman In proposing the for- 
mation of a top-level advisory group considered such 
a representation as a means of obtaining the best possible 
community thinking on the selection for the important 
post -- a position affecting the lives of all In the commu- 
nity. 

We have never questioned the fact that the Board of 
Education has the final say. 

The School Board under school law has the sole 
responsibility and DUTY to make the superintendent’s 
appointment. 

Members of the School Board, charged with the re- 
sponsibility of making decisions as duly elected repre- 
sentatives of all the people, are capable of so doing.

But even the Board of Directors of many of our large 
corporations have advisory committees and boards. 

Despite the School Board’s rejection, we still think 
the committee Idee Is a good one.

Mayor Royce E. Smith was 
directed by his council col- 
leagues to prepare an appli- 
cation tor federal funds in the 
amount of $64,563, present cost 
estimate for the planning and 
surveying program.

BELLEVILLE — The Van 
Buren Township School Board 
of Education seeks approval of 
mill levy requirements totaling 
10 mills per $1,000 of assessed 
property valuation, state equal- 
ized, In a special election March 
4. 

School officials and adminis- 
trative staff executives urged 
voter approval of the requested 
millage to meet school opera- 
tions costs for the next five 
years. 

The 10 mills includes renew- 
al of a 4.5 mill levy expiring 
this year. 

THERE HAS been and is con- 
siderable amount of pro and con 
discussion around the state on 
costs of operating school dis- 
tricts, Many school districts 
are seeking more state aid to 
meet expenses.

Mrs. Mary McKee, account- 
ant and preparer of Income 
tax returns In Ypsllanti, was 
Indicted by a Federal Grand 
jury In Detroit for wilfully 
preparing false income tax re- 
turns for others. 

She was Indicted, under Sec- 
tion 7206 (2) of the Internal 
Revenue Code, on 28 Counts 
of aiding and assisting In the 
preparation of false and fraud- 
ulent Income tax returns of 
others, without their knowledge, 
Lawrence Gubow, U. S. Attor- 
ney in Detroit, announced.

SHE IS accused of filing 
false Income tax returns for 
others by understating Income, 
overstating expenses, claiming 
fictitious dependents, and re- 
porting false transactions on 
returns filed between 1965 and 
1966^ Adjustments to Income 
and expenses on the false tax 
returns totaled $47,104.87, Gu- 
bow disclosed. 

Conviction on all of the 28 
Counts could result in a maxi- 
mum jail term of 84 years and 
fines of $140,000 for Mrs. Mc- 
Kee.

CITY ADMINISTRATORS are 
waiting for federal approval. 

The Workable Program for 
community Improvement and 
for the elimination and preven- 
tion of blight Is a mandatory 
requirement for communities 
seeking U.S. funds In city- 
federal sponsored projects such 
as Urban Renewal Projects. 

Such Workable Programs 
must detail progress made of 
current programs and those 
planned for the future growth 
and redevelopment of the com- 
munity. 

These detailed progress re- 
ports must be made annually 
to federal officials for recer- 
tification if a community wants 
to remain eligible for federal 
financial assistance. 

IN ADDITION Belleville's 
Workable Program, readied by 
a local Citizens Advisory Com- 
mittee whose members plan and 
advise city council on seven 
areas of activity related to com- 
munity betterment, must show 
utilization of appropriate public 
and private resources to elim- 
inate slums or urban blight. 

Approval of the city's current 
Workable Program Is expected 
by UA local officials.

Romulus 
Police Can 
Use Mace 

ROMULUS — The use of a 
chemical spray to quell 
bellgerent suspects, attackers 
and In other disturbances by 
Romulus police was held to be 
in lawful exercise of their en- 
forcement duties by Romulus 
Township, legal advisors. 

The chemical known as 
Chemical Mace causes persons 
when sprayed with a short burst 
to be subdued as the chemical, 
a tear gas, Irritates the eyes 
and nose for about 20 minutes 
with no permanent Injury. 

The township board requested 
a legal oplnon from it's counsel 
Elsman, Young & O'Rourke. 

“It is our opinion that the 
use of Chemical Mace by the 
Township Policemen, In exer- 
cise of their law enforcement 
duties, would not be in violation 
of either the U.S. or Michigan 
Constitution, or any applicable 
law. We advise the Township 
examine and consider the advi- 
sability of the use of Chemical 
Mace on Its own merits,” was 
the ruling of the firm. 


Area’s Head Start Program 
Receives $178,606 Grant 


ELOISE — A federal grant 
of $178,606 has been authorized 
for Wayne County's 1968 full- 
year Head Start program to 
serve 120 pre-school children 
In Inkster, Romulus and Sump- 
ter. Funding for the 1967 
pre-school project totaled 
$207,000. 

The limitation of funds linked 
with a substantial decrease in 
poverty and improvement of 
special education programs of 
school districts in southeastern 
Wayne County led the Wayne 
County Economic Opportunity 
Committee to recommend clos- 
ing three Head Start centers. 

Year -around pre-school cen- 
ters In Maple Grove, Gibraltar 
and Huron will be phased out 
by Feb. 2. 

These facilities have served 
youngsters from low-income 
families In the Gibraltar, Flat 
Rock, Huron, Maple Grove, 
Hand, Carson and Brownstown 
#10 school districts. 

THE WCEOC was forced to 


drastically revise its proposal 
following notification by the 
Great Lakes Regional Office of 
Economic Opportunity that 
funds would be curtailed. 

The original Full- year Head 
Start proposal requested 
$318,000 In federal money to 
provide classes for 300 chil- 
dren.

Airs 'Facts’ on Two Township Controversies 


TO TIIE EDITOR: 

Thore are two controversial 
subjects In Huron Township, 
each of major Importance to tho 
health, education, and the gen- 
eral ordorly growth of our com- 
munity. 

The first Item Is our schools. 
Why did mllloge proposals for 
school operations fail threo 
times in seven months? 

In my opinion the following 
are tho "facts" why It all 
failed. The five- mill renewal 
asked for In December, 1067 
does not end until June, 1908. 


THE PEOPLE have lost faith 
In the school's administration 
or lack of effective adminis- 
tration. 

Thero is an Increase ofabout 
80 per cent In local taxes and 
a considerable Increase In state 
aid to education for the 1067-68 
school year. 

Our school officials failed to 
keei^ the parents and taxpayers 
Informed of how our monies are 
being spent, etc. 

For example, the minutes of 
the school board meetings are 
not read at the regular meet- 
ings, are not published, and the 
officials will not send us a copy 
so we would know what Is going 
on. 

I know, because I have asked 
the board to send a copy to the 
township office. I also begged 
some of the school officials 
personally to no avail. Why? 


healthy growth of our commu- 
nity. 

A good examplo Is our water 
system which was non-existent 
seven years ago whereas by tho 
end of this year 95 por cent of 
our people will bo served by 
one of the best engineered and 
best financed wotor systems In 
tho state. 

The next Item lsourproposod 
sewor system. Let mo say right 
now that the proposed sowor 
system Is engineered tn tako 
care of all of Huron Township. 
This will take several yoars; 
just how long will dopond on 
growth which will surely come. 
I know we are presently being 
surveyed for several Industrial 
developments which hinge en- 
tirely on our sewer program. 


ANOTHER REASON Is that 
the legislators of our great 
State of Michigan hava seen fit 
to enact Into law a bill which 
forces onto us, a so-called poor 
district's students for us to 
furnish full educational facili- 
ties without providing a red 
cent to finance these facilities. 

To further add to the dilem- 
ma our top echolon educators 
have seen fit to try to butcher 
up the Sumpter School District 
and push their collective re- 
sponsibilities onto the neigh- 
boring school districts, again 
without providing a red cent 
for the action. 

Through this action the par- 
ents, taxpayers, and children 
of the affected school district 
will be branded as failures; 
this in my opinion does not 
tend toward better education. 


1 BELIEVE that the Sumpter 
School District should be left 
whole Inasmuch as they are 
not much worse off than the 
neighboring school districts. 

As 1 had stated to the State 
Board of Education in Lansing 
at a hearing on Dec, C, 1067, 
that the Sumpter School District 
should remain whole. This could 
be accomplished by the State 
Board lending a hand, councll- 
lng, guidance, and some finan- 
cial help thereby providing good 
education for the children in- 
stead of dlspalr and failure. 

This Is within the powers of 
the State Board of Education, 
by dismembering the district 
instead of solving one problem, 
they would be creating five 
problems. 

With cooperative effort the 
causes of our problems could 
be eliminated and we could go 
forward with a good, normal, 


OUR PLANS are proceeding 
on a very tight schedule. Any 
unnecessary delay would be 
very costly to the taxpayers of 
Huron. Therefore, as your 
elected Supervisor trusted with 
the responsibilities of transact- 
ing business of the Township to 
protect the health and welfare 
of the people, with the approval 
of the Township Board, I am 
hereby soliciting your coopera- 
tion. 

I have heard some talk about 
asking for a referendum which 
would cause about a 00-day 
delay, this would be very costly 
because the delay for bids would 
put us into a tlmo when all con- 
struction contractors aro al- 
ready loaded up with work and 


bids submitted would most like- 
ly bo much higher. 

"Facts." Tho causes of pol- 
lution of our rlvor In many 
cases stem bock many yoars. 
Although some aro more re- 
cent, many of tho pooplo pres- 
ently owning tho homes had 
nothing to do with tho violations. 
Therefore, U»ls Is a community 
problem which must bo cor- 
rected. Trying to find a scapo- 
goat Is not a solution. 

As had been suggested, Unit 
wo plug up the outlets of tho 
violators, which aro many, 
would not solve the problem but 
would only cause hardships, 
sickness, disease, etc. It would 


be asinine and criminal to do 
this of which I will have no part. 


THE METHOD of financing 
which will 1)0 presontod to tho 
pooplo through mootings and 
nows media Is fair and equit- 
able. It 1 b a Townshlp-wlde 
program and oil will honeflL 
It Is the American way. 

Comploto dotal Is will be 
available at meetings which will 
»>e sot up by tho Township Board 
In (ho near future. 

Signing potlUous nsklng for 
a referendum regardless of tho 
outcome will only dolay and add 
to tho cost of the program. 

If tho voters of tho Tbynshlp 


fall to endorse on Act 342 ProJ- 
oct In which county bonds, bear- 
ing a lower Interest rate would 
be sold to flnam o the projw l, 
tho Tbwnshlp would have no 
cholco txit to flnanco tho con- 
struction of the needed sower 
facilities using a bond tssuo 
undor tho authority of tho Water 
Resources Commission's or- 
der. 

These ore tho "facts" as I 
seo them, so let's get together 
and move forward, How you 
choose to go Is up to you. Come 
to tho Township office and our 
meetings and get tho "facts."

The "facts” were recognized 
by the Township Board and they 
proceeded to take corrective 
measures because they recog- 
nised the health ha*rd to our 
population and further the order 
from the Water Resources 
Commission must be carried 
out. 

The Water Resources Com- 
mission showed their concern 
by approving a $452,000 federal 
contribution towards the cost of 
the sewers; also the Huron Clin- 
ton Metropolitan Authority Is 
contributing $75,000.

(Editor's Note: Several millions of Michigan 
taxpayers will file their annual Federal income tax 
returns April. Because of the technical complexi- 
ties of our self-assessment tax system, The Enter- 
prise-Roman will publish a series of articles pre- 
pared by Internal Revenue Service to assist taxpay ers. 
The first of the series appears below.) 

WHO MUST FILE 

Everyone under 65 years old, whether single or 
married, who Is a citizen or resident of the United 
States and had gross Income of $600 or more during 
the year must file a Federal Income Tax return. 

If you are 65 or older on the last day of your tax 
year, no return Is required unless gross Income was 
$1,200 or more. If your Income Is under the above 
figures, you should tile a return to obtain any refund 
due you of Income tax withheld from salaries or wages. 

N&nor children are subject to the same filing re- 
quirements as all other taxpayers. A person under 21 
years of age must file an Income tax return If his gross 
Income for the year amounted to $600 or more. 

Businessmen, farmers, and other s ( elf-employed per- 
sons must file a return If net earnings from self-em- 
ployment were $400 or more. 

WHICH TAX FORM TO USE 

Two Income tax returns - Form 1040A and Form 1040 - 
are provided for the filing of Federal Individual Income 
Tax returns. 

Taxpayers with Income of less than $10,000 and who 
had no more than $200 of Income from dividends, In- 
terest and other wages not supported by a Form W-2, 
may use the 1040A card form. 

A joint return on Form 1040A may be filed by a hus- 
band and wife If their combined Income was less than 
$10,000 and other requirements were met. 

FORM 1040 must be used to (1) claim status as 
“head of household” or “surviving spouse”; (2) claim 
a credit for retirement Income; (3) claim an exclusion 
for “sick pay*’; (4) claim credit for estimated tax pay- 
ments paid during the year; (5) claim travel, transpor- 
tation, moving or other expenses; (6) claim exemptions 
for dependents based on multiple support agreements; 
(7) Itemize deductions; (8) pay self-employment tax; 
or (9) claim credit for taxes paid on gasoline and 
lubricating oil not used on highways. 

The instructions which accompany the form you are 
required to file gives all the “Do’s” and “Don’ts” 
on Its preparation. 

Read the Instructions and if you still have a question, 
Internal Revenue Document No. 5107, will provide more 
detailed information on the subject. It may be obtained 
by dropping a postcard to The District Director, Internal 
Revenue Service, Detroit, Michigan 48226.

AFFLUENT AMERICAN 
OVEREATS TO ILLNESS 

WASHINGTON, D.C. (WMNS) - Give the affluent American 
lots of labor-saving devices, a car and TV and what do you 
have? The overweight American. This Is one conclusion of 
eight specialists on nutrition who compiled a book for phy- 
sicians. 

Obesity and Health. 

Sponsored by the U. S. Public Health Service, the book 
points out that obesity is now a major American health problem, 
becoming more common as the good life comes within the 
grasp of more people. 

The truth is, physicians agree, that most overweight people 
are overweight because they eat too much. It's as simple as 
that: Most of us eat too much, too richly, and we do little 
or no exercise to burn up the excess calories we ingest. 

One physician estimates that as many as one out of four 
patients he sees Is overweight. Their problem, he notes, Is 
neither metabolic nor glandular. It Is gluttony. 

How to get the fat off? Eat less and excerclse. Fad diets 
are out but balanced diets are in. Even better and easier 
than shedding excess weight is not putting it on in the first 
place. 


TODAY'S MAN FOUND 
TALLER. HEAVIER 

B06TON, MASS. (WMNS) — A child bom today Is not only 
likely to live longer than his forebears did, he Is also likely 
to be heavier and taller than they were. Tills Is the finding 
of Dr. M. H. Wittenborg, president-elect of the Society of 
Pediatric Radiology. 

The Boston physician, in an article In the American Journal 
af Roentgenology, pointed out that a one-year-old infant today 
is seven percent taller and 12-15 percent heavier than a child 
in the previous century* His brother aged nine to 14 Is likely 
to be six to eight percent taller and 12 to 15 percent heavier. 

In England, the youth achieves maximum height at 21 years 
of age, according to the physician, while In 1888 It took about 
26 years.

THE TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN ORDAINS 

PART I. That Ordinance 9-20-65, known as 
the Zoning Ordinance of the Township of 
Van Buren, shall be and hereby is amended 
by amending the Zoning Map as indicated on 
the Amended Zoning Map, No. 13, attached 
hereto and made a part of this Ordinance. 
PART II. CONFLICTING PROVISIONS RE- 
PEALED, Any Ordinance or part of any Or- 
dinance in conflict herewith is hereby re- 
pealed. 

PART III. VALIDITY. Should any section, 
clause or provisions of the Ordinance be de- 
clared by the Court to be invlaid, the same 
shall not effect the validity of this Ordinance 
as a whole or any part thereof, other than 
the part so declared to be invalid. 

PART IV. EFFECTIVE DATE. The provis- 
ions of this Ordinance are hereby declared,

WASHINGTON, D.C. - Tho 
American Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company has announced 
plans to adopt a uniform, nation- 
wide emergency telephone 
number in accordance with a 
resolution co-sponsored last 
November by Congressman 
William D. Ford ( Democrat - 
15th District). 

Congressman Ford’s 
resolution expressed the 
“sense of Congress" that the 
United States should have one 
uniform police emergency 
number and a common fire- 
reporting number. He was 
joined in co-sponsoring the re- 
solution by all the other 
Democratic members of the 
Michigan Congressional 
delegation - Charles C. Diggs 
(13th District), Mrs. Martha 
Griffiths (17th District), John 
D. Dingell (16th District), and 
John Conyers, Jr. (1st District). 

American Telephone and 
Telegraph Company, in its 
announcement, said that it will 
establish an emergency 
telephone number - 911 - that 
will enable anyone, anywhere 
in the nation, to call for help. 
The system would be operable 
from any telephone, including 
pay stations, where 911 could 
be dialed without using a coin. 

Nation-wide introduction of 
the 911 code will take several 
years and cost more than 
$50,000,000 since virtually all 
the central telephone offices 
in the nation must be modified. 

At the present time, 
Congressman Ford pointed out, 
there is no uniformity in police 
or fire department telephone 
numbers. In the Detroit area 
alone, there are several dozen 
communities, each with 
different police and fire phone 
numbers. 

It is usually simpler and 
faster to dial the operator 
rather than look up the 
appropriate number, but a 
person who must use a pay 
phone and does not have the 
correct coin, is helpless. 

“The 911 number will help 
solve this problem," Congress- 
man Ford said. "In years 
to come, I am sure it will 
prove to be of tremendous 
value to police and fire officials, 
and will save precious minutes 
for many persons confronted 
with emergency situations." 

The Congressman noted that 
uniform emergency number a 
have been used auccessfullyfor 
some years in Great Britain 
and West Germany.

TTHIN A FEW WEEKS— 
The world's largest, 
mightiest and heftiest 
cargo jet will soon be rolled out 
for all to see. It is now nearing 
completion at the Lockheed- 
Georgia plant of the Lockheed 
Aircraft Company located in 
Marietta, Georgia. 

The sky giant is the Air 
Force's pride and joy,theC-5A 
"Galaxy." Passenger config- 
uration has been estimated at 
850 passengers. It is so heavy 
that a special landing was de- 
signed with 28 wheels and will 
even operate from current jet 
runways around the nation. 

An eight lane regulation bowl- 
ing alley could be housed in its 
spacious cargo compartment 
which alone is over 120 feet 
long. Large doors at each end 
facilitate fast loading and un- 
loading.

The C-5A will carry a fuel 
load of over 49,000 gallons. 
This amount of fuel could take 
the average motorist around the 
world over 31 times or about 
135 round trips between New 
York and Los Angeles. It would 
take six railroad tank cars to 
carry this much fuel to the 
airport. On the aircraft it will 
be stored in the swept-back 122- 
foot wings which at the fuselage 
are almost 5-feet thick. 

Inasmuch as the Galaxy has 
been an Air Force development, 
basically as a military air cargo 
carrier, it has not been in the 
spotlight often. If a civilian 
version for passenger service 
is initiated, it will probably not 
be until the mid-1970's, ifthen. 

Although the Boeing 747, 
which is being configurated in 
a 500 passenger class, is better 
than double any of the scheduled 
jets today, it will still be much 
smaller than the C-5A Galaxy. 
Current Air Force plans are 
projecting a delivery timetable 
for 58 of the sky giants by 1971 
under the Air Force contract 
of almost $1.5 billion. 


The price tag of each C-5 is 
estimated about $20 million 
dollars. The government has 
option on 57 more. While the 
airlines have been closely 
watching the development and 
final construction with an eagle 
eye, the thought is not so much 
for the possible three-deck, 
850 passenger jet airliner, but 
rather as a cargo carrier. 

With the tremendous air 
freight capacity, theC-5A could 
carry over 350,000 pounds of 
cargo, (175 tons) alone, at far 
less cost than the jet air 


freighters of today. It could 
also carry international air 
cargo for example, over 140 
tons from New York to London 
non-stop with ease. 

Being militarily designed, the 
aircraft could carry most any 
heavy or bulky type of cargo. 
With tanks, cranes, trucks, and 
tractors as prime military 
movements, world delivery 
would be a matter of hours. 
Regardless of the type of load 
military load or man power, it 
could be moved to ranges of 
over 3,000 non-stop miles at 
speeds of 550 miles per hour. 
Special floor pallets can con- 
vert the aircraft to move 345 
troops and all equipment to any 
designated position inthe world. 

As a typical military emer- 
gency load, the Galaxy could 
carry at least five armored 
troop carriers, a 2^ ton truck 
with trailer, a jeep with trailer, 
a 3/4 ton truck, an M-60 tank 
and two helicopters ... in 
addition about 60 personnel and 
troops who would man these 
vehicles. Fully armed and 
fueled, the military machines 
could come rolling right out of 
the aircraft ready for action. 

Possibly the greatest amount 
of power ever massed on one 
aircraft will lift the C-5A. Four 
General Electric turbofans 
engines, each capable of 41,100 
pounds of thrust have been 
installed as the power plants. 
The newest commercial jet in 
use today has an output of about 
18,000 pounds of thrust. 

The actual roll-out of the 
world's largest sky giant will 
take place in February with the 
first test flight scheduled in 
June of this year.

of hazardous substances, materials, and devices, and from con- 
ditions hazardous to life or property Intheuse or occupancy of 
buildings or premises.

RESOLUTION OF THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
BELLEVILLE APPROVING UNDERTAKING OFSURVEYS 
AND PLANS FOR AN URBAN RENEWAL PROJECT AND 
FILING OF AN APPLICATION 

WHEREAS, under Title 1 of the Housing Act of 1949, as 
amended, (herein referred to as “Title 1”), the Housing and 
Home Finance Administrator Is authorized to extend Ananclal 
assistance to local public agencies In the elimination and pre- 
vention of the spread of their slums and urban blight through 
the planning and undertaking of urban renewal projects; AND 

WHEREAS, Title VI of the Civil Rights act of 1964, and the 
regulations of the Department of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment effectuating that Title, provide that no person shall, on 
the ground of race, color or national origin, be excluded from 
participation and In, be denied the beneAts of, or be subjected 
to discrimination In the undertaking and carrying out of urban 
renewal projects assisted under Title 1 of the Housing Act 
of 1949, as amended; AND 

WHEREAS, It Is desirable and in the public Interest that 
the City of Belleville make surveys and prepare plans, presently 
estimated to cost approximately Stety-Four Thousand Five 
Hundred Sixty-Three Dollars (364,563) In order to undertake 
and carry out an urban renewal project of the character con- 
templated by Section 110 (c) of Title 1, In that area proposed 
as an Urban Renewal Area, situated In the City of Belleville, 
County of Wayne, and State of Michigan, which Is described as 
follows: 


“Bounded on the north by Main Street; on the east by 
Roys Street; on the south by an east- west line approximately 
200 feet south of Main Street; and on the west by High 
Street." 

NOW. THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COUNCIL 
OF THE CITY OF BELLEVILLE: 

1. That the proposed Urban Renewal Area described above 
Is a slum, blighted, deteriorated, or deteriorating area ap- 
propriate for an urban renewal project, that the development 
of such Area for predominantly non- residential uses Is nec- 
essary for the proper development of the community, and that 
the undertaking by the City of Belleville of surveys and plans 
for an urban renewal project of the character contemplated 
by Section 110 (c) of Title* 1 in the proposed Urban Renewal 
Area Is hereby approved; 

2. That the financial assistance available under Title 1 Is 
needed to enable the City of Belleville to finance the planning 
and undertaking of the proposed project; 

3. That it Is cognizant of the conditions that are Imposed 
In the undertaking and carrying out of urban renewal projects 
with Federal assistance under Title 1, Including those relating 
to: (a) the relocation of site occupants; (b) the provisions of 
local grants-ln-ald; (c) the prohibition of discrimination be- 
cause of race, color, creed, or national origin with respect to 
housing, facilities related to residential use, and all public 
facilities within a project area; public facilities proposed as 
non-cash local grants-ln aid; and employment; and (d) the 
requirement that the locality present the Housing and Home 
Finance Administrator as a prerequisite to approval of the 
application described below, a workable program for community 
improvement, as set forth In Section 101 (c) Title 1, for utilizing 
appropriate public and private resources to eliminate and pre- 
vent the development of or spread of slums and urban blight; 

4. That it Is the sense of this body: (a) that a feasible 
method for the relocation of families displaced from the 
Urban Renewal Area, In conformity with the requirements 
of Title 1, can be prepared, and (b) that local grants-ln-ald 
can and will be provided In an amount which will be not less 
than one-third of the Net Project Cost of the Project and which, 
together with the Federal capital grant, will be generally 
equal to the difference between Gross Project Cost and the 
proceeds or value of project land sold, leased, or retained 
for use In accordance with the Urban Renewal Plan; 

5. That the filing of an application by the City of Belleville 
for an advance of funds from the United States of America in 
an amount not to exceed Sixty- Four Thousand Five Hundred 
Sixty- Three Dollars ($64,563) for surveys and plans for an 
urban renewal project In the proposed Urban Renewal Area 
described above Is hereby approved, and that the Mayor Is 
hereby authorized and directed to execute and file such ap- 
plication with the Department of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment to provide such additional Information and to furnish such 
documents as may be required by the Administrator, and ter 
act as the authorized representative of the City of Belleville. 

6. That the United States of America and the Department 
of Housing and Urban Development be, and they hereby are, 
assured of full, compliance by the City of Belleville, Michigan, 
with regulations of the Department of Housing and Urban
